-Sea Coaft fo well fecur’d, that the Spaniards who are 
his Intereft. may, fafely venture to declare for,him. 
The. Fleets of ‘may be fhur up in their 
-Harbours. 


The. Duke of Savoy may be kept in heart againft 


his new enrag’d Enemy. 
Other Potentatés of Italy may be encourag’d to 
efpoufe the common’ Caufe. pat 
__ The Imperial Armies in Italy may at all times be 
and eafily fupply’d with Ammunitions, Provi- 
ons, &c. 
“Fo be “thort, “without ‘a “ftrong Naval “Force it 
would be vain to hope,that the King of Spain fhould 


_facceed in this Expedition, on which the Liberty of 


*Europe'does fo much ‘depend. 

“That, this Naval‘Force therefore, may ‘not be ob- 
‘ftrutted or reftrain’d;we judge it extreamly neceffary, 
‘thar’an Imbargoghould be laid on all Ships,and con- 


fequently that the “Merchants Trade by Sea, which 


‘is at prefent fo hdzatdous and ‘unfafe, ‘fhould for a 
“fhort time’be fufpended, till proper‘Means are put in 
“Execution for the ‘Security of Navigation. _ 
“Gertainly né'Merchant ‘norSeaman can reafonably 
‘pretend they ‘fhalf be “much prejudic’d, ftop be- 
‘Ing put. to‘ their carrying’on ‘a*hazardous Trade b 
‘Sea,for no longer-a time than till an effectual:Courfe 
‘is taken for their own future Security. : 
‘The only Perfons, who with any ‘appearance of 
‘Reafon may apprehend they ‘hall fuffer by this, ‘are 
‘thofe thar are interefted in the Greenlarid’Fithery : 
But ‘did ‘they not run ‘extream’ Hazards laft'Year? 
How narrowly did the greateft»part ‘of their “Fleet 
‘€fcape'?* Now every one knows that the Efeape was 
(not owing to ‘their own forefight or the Strength of 
their Convoy, bur to’ the accidental ill’ Conduct of 
‘the’ Enemy. “And'furely they -cannot ‘but be in-great 


Pain for the Fleet'they defign to fend thither the next’ 


‘Seafon, becanfe #tis ‘certain they cannot pretend to 
ask nor have the’ feaft ' hopes-of obtaining a ftronger 
Convoy, feeing fo great a’ Number of Ships:and ‘Men 
‘are employ’d in the Expedition to’Portugal. 

Is there-not ground ‘to fear ‘the’ Enemy ‘would take 
~berrer*Meafures this ‘Year than they did-the laft to 
intercept our Greetiland’ Fleet? Then why fhould Men 
run fo evident a Risk of ‘Damage to themfelves and 
‘Advantage to the: Enemy ? “They might be the bet- 
ter excus'd indeed if they could -make am extraor- 
‘dinary Profit at this time of the Greenland:Fithery ; 


, but thar cangot well be expected, becaufe the man- 
ning and fitting out their Ships will be fo chargeable, 
and the Infurance them» will run fo high, that 
if they thould make but an. indifferent Voyage this 
‘time, ‘tho’ their Ships fhould chance to efcape. the 
Enemy, it would hardly quit céft; and if the 

Fiery fhould extraordinary, and they 
make a great Voyage this time, then confide: ing how 
the _Demand of Whalebone and Train-Oy] di- 
minith’d fince the Prohibition of Commerce, the Pri€e 
of thofe Commodities would fink fo low, that there 
bears be very little, if any thing, to be.got by 
thein. 

. _ It would be tedious to enumerate what préat 
Loffes other Merchants have fuffer’d by the Ships 
that have been taken in their Voyages to or from 
divers parts, by the Enemies Privateers; when we 
look back ,and confider this, we cannot think any 
Merchant would difapptove of a Stop being put to 

_ Forreign Commerce ni the Seas are cleat’d of thofe 
Privateers. 

» Thofe that confider of what Importance the Her- 
ring Fithery is to this Nation, cannot without grief 
-of Heart reflect on the mighty Lofs we fuftain’d laft 
‘Year off the Coaft of Scotland: And it deferves the 
moft ferious Confideration how to prevent the like 
“for the future. 
~ ‘The'Truth is, if we look back but a Year or two 

we fhall find ; that it is neceflary to put a fhort Stop 

to Trade by Sea, till a fufficientc Number of Ships of 

‘War are well Mann’d, and order’d to’ Sea-to cruife in 

proper Stations ; For, ic was becaufe fo many Mer- 

chant Ships went out ro feveral Parts in the beginning 
of-laft Year, that it was late in the Sumimer before 
our Ships of War could put to Sea, for want of Sea- 
men : The Convoys for Portugal, ghe'Eaft-Country, 

Norway, and Mufcovy, waited an unufual time for 

want of Men likewife. Nay the Fleet of Merchant 

Ships bound from the Texel for London, were forc’d 

to lye there all Summer long. for want of Convoy. 

‘Lo prevent all which Inconveniencies for the fu- 
ture, it is neceffary in our Opinion, to lay an Em- 
bargo on Shipping,for fo long at leaft as till rhe Ships 
we have fent with the King of Spain to Lisbon are 
return’d ; and then we. fhall be ina Condition to 

_take due Meafures for fecuring Navigation’ ; That is 
to fay, we may.then if we will, man our Ships of 
‘War compleatly, and order‘Cruifers to proper ‘Sta- 
tions and appoints Convoys as it fhall be found ne- 
ceffary. Thus our Ships of War being fufficiently 
mann’d.and propérly difpos'd, the Sea will be open 
and fafe for Merchant Ships.
